Out in San Francisco, a middle-aged m an put a “don’t 
disturb” sign o n his hotel room door, lock ed himself in the 
bathro o m and killed him self by inhaling the fum es 
o f some 
chem icals he had mix ed. 
Ro y G ardner had spent nearly 20 years of his life in 
priso n. 
In the early twenties, he had been notorious 
as a 
train ro bber and a penitentiary escape artist. 
W hen his self- 
impo sed death came, he was out of prison 
as a free m an, not 


as a hunted fugitiv e. 
Gardner left a note to new spaperm en 
a pathetic m is­ 
siv e, the last touch to 
a weak life tha t might b etter not hav e 
been liv ed at all. 
In it he stated his belief tha t a man who 
has serv ed “ tim e” ha s n’t a chance to reform 
tha t 
he is 
licked fo rev er the mo ment he walk s throu gh prison gates. 
“ They kid them selv es into the belief tha t they can come 
back, but they can’t.” he said. 
W ithin the same 24-hour period, Gov . John W. B rick er 
o f Ohio em phatically denied O k lahom a’s request that 
a cer­ 
tain Carlto n B. Chilton 
o f Clev eland be retu rned to tha t 
state to complete 
a prison sentence Chilton began nearly 
3 0 y ears ago . 
Chilto n was inv olv ed in a bank holdup and sentenced 
to the refo rm ato ry . In 19 13 . 
he escaped. No one k new w here 
he went. In time the case was forgotten. 
Three y ears ago , someone discov ered tha t the fugitiv e 
was liv ing in Clev eland. 
He was a respected citizen, w ork ­ 
ing at an ho nest job, the head of a decent family. 
There 
were no black marks o n his record, except tha t old one. B ut 
Oklaho ma wanted the m an back to finish his term . Gov . 
Martin Dav ey refused to extradite Chilton. The m a tte r was 
forgotten until a 
few week s ago when Ok lahoma tried again, 
ho ping that Gov enor B rick er might repudiate the action of 
his predecessor. 
Twice Ohio has v indicated Chilton. 
Twice friends and 
neighbo rs by the sco re hav e flock ed to his support. Chilton 
has refo rm ed. 
He refo rmed the m om ent lie left prison 
27 
y ears ago . 
It can’t be done, Mr. G ardner? 
A m an has no chance 
after he leav es priso n? Chilton found a chance, and he took 
adv antage o f it. His chance was ha rd e r than yours, Mr. 
Gardner. 
He was a hunted criminal. You were a free man 
part o f the tim e— legally free. 
W hy can’t it be done? 
Because of society 
or m aybe 
because o f so m ething within the m an him self? Mr. C hilton’s 
case Isn’t an iso lated one.

Sev eral years ago an unnam ed bank er gav e President 
Roosev elt some adv ice on how much debt the country could 
stand, and now an unnam ed editor is quoted by the P resident 
as saying. 
“1 am really in complete sym pa thy with your program 
but can not say so publicly because. Mr. President, the re ad ­ 
ers and adv ertisers of m y paper are 90 per cent Republicans 
and I simply can not afford to change its unalterable policy 
of traditional opposition to ev erything that comes from 
D em ocratic sources. 
Of course, you will understand.” 
E thical new spaperm en throu ghou t the country would 
be glad to hav e tha t editor’s name. 
As presented by the 
President, the quotation is unfair to the whole profession 
merely beeause it is anonym ous and might hav e come from 
any new spaper office where the New Deal is opposed. 
The editor quoted by Mr. Roosev elt doesn’t k now his 
business. 
We doubt v ery much w he the r there is a single ed­ 
itor in the United S tates who has k nowledge of the politics 
of 90 per cent of his subscribers.

W ith the Central Finnish Forces 
in Russia, Jtin. 17 
( AP) 
Here in 
the rugged, wooded hills 
e a s t of 
Liesk a the “snowbird” soldiers of 
Finland are holding a fr ont fiv e to 
10 miles 
within 
Sov iet 
Russia, 
gu ard ing two v ital highways, 45 
miles apart. 
By automobile, horse-draw n sled 
and 
floundering 
afoot 
through 
deep snow, I v isited this front an 
hour 
a f t e r 
Finnish 
sk iers had 
routed a patrol of 60 Russians in 
the marrow-chilling cold. 
In pa rt s of Finland, 
the 
cold 
ranged down to 
5 1 
degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit, 
m a k ing 
m a j or 
military operations 
v irtually im- 
possaible. I t is the sev erest w in­ 
ter in 25 years. 
Only in the sk irmish here, w’here

zero, and in a v ain Russian a ttac k 
north of here on
